Leamrnoton, England, July 6, 1854. 
‘Tue country through which I have passed 
since leaving Loudon, has presented « very 
beautiful appearance, though the uniformity 
has been greater thaa a traveler would desire, 
ave seen only two or three forests, but 
the trees are much more num jo ‘than in 
the cleared portions of our own country, that 
i, in our fields and meadows... ‘The fields 
divided from each other by hedges, are gen- 
erally smaller than in New England aod 
New-York, and less regular inform The 
‘parallelogram and square do not appear to 
be favorite figures with the Buglish agricul- 
turists. The trees stand in the hedges, 
which occupy erably more Jand than 
is desirable. As the hedges run in all direc- 
tions, the trees, ing in them do, not ap- 
“pear in rowa,, but scattered protiscuvusly 
cover the landscenpe, They give ita very 
beautiful appearance; but, at the same time, 
the shade they cust must interfere with the 
“growth of wheat and other crops. 

Ihave seen as yet, in passing from Lon- 

don to numerons places in the heart of En- 
glaad, only a‘few fruit tees, Tt. may bie 
that they lie off rhe Jine of the railway, and 
are in the vicinity of the. villages; but from 
what [have seen, | should judge that the 
English farniers if generol pay less atten- 
tion to fruit than the American. he mare 
kete of London, Oxford, Rugby, Coventry, 
&ec., present afine array of strawbervies, 
cherries, raspberries, but not finer than are 
seen in the markets of New-York aud Phile- 
delphia. Even in the interisr, the ghove- 
named fruits are much dearer here tlian in 
New-York. ‘ 
_ ‘Phe farmers are now busy in cutting and 
curing their hay, and [have watched their 
operations with interest, . [ should here say 
that the erop is a very lightone throughout 
allthe purts of central Englaod, through 
which Ihave passed. [cis occasioned by 
the drought. [was told, eeveral times, that 
the hay crop throughout the central patts— 
some aiid throughout all England—will not 
be more than oup-fourth as large as usual. 
Certainly Lbave not seen a single meadow 
which promised more than what would be 
deemed one-fourth a crop inthe valleys of 
Berkshire, ov on bunks of the Hudson. 
Hay and its cognate crops will be very dear 
here next fall—a fact which may be interes- 
ting tosume of your agricultural readera,
